B. Tack of organization and inability to command support in Havana were
key factors in the opposition's failure.

Cs Increasingly repressive counter measures by the government can be
expected to weaken opposition potential.

IT. Aggressive conspiratorial and revolutionary activities plus increasing
dissatisfaction with the government, however, will continue to threaten
political stability.

A. The opposition is gaining adherents from all sectors and is, for the-
first time, striving for unity of action.
